IMPROVEMENT OF THE NEWSLETTER DISTRIBUTION by Dick Wilder,

The distribution of the PVRC NEWSLETTER by the USPS has been erratic. | 
hope 

to improve the USPS service by asking for your help and then by improving 
my 

mailing preparation. 


You can help by looking at the cover of this issue and let W2GG know of any 
changes in your mailing address even if, for now, the USPS seems to deliver 
your mail with an old zip code, without your apartment number, or without 
indicating you're on North whatever street. And, if you send Bob an address 


change, please include the ZIP+4 (9-digit zip code), if known. We will catch 
any missing ZIP+4 codes from www.usps.gov. 


In preparation for this mailing, | borrowed the official club dBase-lll file 

from Bob and upgraded some half of the records found with 5-digit so this 
entire mailing went out with only ZIP+4 codes. Various groups of Newsletter 
were rubber banded in bundles and labeled per USPS publications found on 
www.usps.gov and then placed into postal sorting trays that | take to the Post 
Office. 


The following is some background which has motivated upgrading addresses 
and 
mailing preparations. 


One of my frustrations is that my source of postal information, the Arnold PO 
who issues our postage imprint, has supplied little and sometimes wrong 
information to me over the years. | even had to go to another PO to get the 
colored bundle stickers. Though the postage rate will still be 25.3 cents for 
up to 3.3 ounces, improved handling can be expected. 


My experience is that the USPS handles our PRSRT STD mail (formerly 
called 

bulk mail) with automation and bounces mail that the computer can't handle. 
An example of an inept computer algorithm is the rejection of Newsletter 
addressed in the form of: 

PO Box 73, 88 HAM ST, 

HOMETOWN, MD 21111-0073 


The computer rejected this by application two postal rules. (1) Both the PO 
Box and Street may be given but delivery will be the address closest to the 
city. (2) The ZIP code and address must agree. 


The rejection was because 0073 was not the correct ZIP for 88 HAM ST; 0073 
was 

actually was ZIP code for the PO Box. If 88 HAM ST was deleted, it would 
have 

been delivered to the PO BOX. If 0073 was deleted, it would have been 
delivered to 88 HAM ST. Obviously, a human could have easily routed this 
piece of mail. 


Another piece of mail was rejected because the apartment number was not 
given. 
It was a complex with four apartments in each building with all four boxes at 


the same location. A human could have easily handled this piece. 


About once a year, a Newsletter is rejected for no apparent reason. | then 
request that the clerk at Arnold to resend the Newsletter in an USPS postage 
free envelop. Dealing with the USPS and the PRSRT STD imprint is an 
ongoing 

frustrating experience. 


Two unrelated notes are: 


1. The data upgrading and development of an improved mailing preparation 
has 
caused this issue to go to the printer one week late. 


2. The January issue will be one week late due to family holiday activity. | 
expect to take it to the printer on Monday, January 7th.

CAC change that would allow rectangular alternatives to the 175 mile circle 
for Club domains, the elections, the 12/10 Holiday Dinner, and the potential 
to volunteer in emergency efforts), elections, and discussions. Brian has 
reported the election results separately.
